ig money, but there has been an un- 
sually low rate to the city both for 
ydrant rental and other uses, the 
esult being that the water users 
ave had to pay a higher rate in or- 
er to avoid a deficit. 
The proposal which the Chamber 


f Commerce makes is that the city 
aise the rental of the hydrants. At 
he present aime this figure is ?30 a 
year, and according to the state rail- 
way commission • it -.Is' exceedingly 
low, 
most cities charging from $75 


to $100 a year for the same service. 
With this hydrant rental brought up 
to the higher figure it will mean that 
the income for the department will 
be increased, and the larger consum- 
ers of water will be benefitted. 


The meeting was called as the out- 


growth of numerous complaints that 
came to the Chamber of Commerce in 
regard to the high water rate here. 
The rate, according to the officials of 
the organization, is not exceedingly 
high to the smaller users, but the 
large consumers are not given as at- 
tractive a figure as,'others, cities malt 
to them. 
The result has been that 


factories which have 
investigated 
this city as a possible place to lo- 
cate have at times turned it down on 
account of the high water rate. The 
water commission have taken the 
matter under consideration and will 
go over their rate card, looking for 
a possible solution of the matter. 
There will be a metting called at a 
later date to determine the matter.

Gentlemen: I saw in the Tribue of 


two weeks ago that the fuel admin- 
istrator had agreed on six dollars a 
cord as a fair price for four foot 
wood, maple and oak, and I also read 
Mr. Cramer's letter of last week, and 
I agree with Mr. Cramer, as will any- 
one who has had the least bit of ex- 
perience in cutting and hauling of 
wood. 
I want to say that if the fuel ad-, 


mlnistrators or anyone else can buy 
land with timber on it and cut and 
haul four foot oak and maple at six 
dollars a cord and break even, I'll 
take off my hat to that gentleman, 
and I think almost 
anybody else 


will. After wallowing around in snow 
up to your knees cutting wood and 
hauling it to a pile, then pay a dollar 
and a quarter an hour and board for 
the sawyer and six other men three 
dollars a day and board to saw your 
wood, then haul it six or eight miles 
and have some one tell you six dol- 
lars is. a fair price. Where do they 
get this stuff? Have they ever tried 
cutting wood far a living? 


If the city people think they can 


furnish wood cheaper than the far- 
mers'let them try it and we will hold 
back and watch results. We are for 
fair play. Let the other fellow play 
his end of the game fair and we will

The 
matter was brought to the attention 
of the association by Ben Hansen, 
who has been in the potato business 
for many years and who afthe pres- 
ent time is state representative of 
the Boggs Potato Grader. 
Mr. Hansen stated that the show 


had been held in Milwaukee the past 
few years and that the members of 
the association -were anxious to get 
it up into the potato country. The 
association held their convention In 
Grand Rapids several years ago and 
the results were very satisfactory, 
it bringing, in a large number of ex- 
hibitors and showing many of the 
people of this community what real- 
ly can be done in the way of rais- 
ing potatoes. The membership has 
grown considerably since they held 
their convention here, and the dis- 
plays are said to be much more ex- 
tensive.

F. F. Mengel, 
closed one of the big loopholes which 
threatened to tie up tho county's 
work next year. The fact that they 
set out the first of the week wih the 
intention of hying 90,000 barrels, 
and that the dealers only put up 64,- 
000 for sale, would Indicate that tho 
ocal.committee came thru under the 
wire with a narrow margin to spare. 
The excessive demand by road bulld- 
enrs thruout the country has brought 
torth a statement from several of the 
cement companies stating that they 
are sold out for the 1920 season. 
The cement which the county has 


bought will cost J1.80 per barrel at 
the mill, which will bring It to $2.83 
on the cars to this city and $2.85 to 
any other part of the county. 
Tho 


price is a slight advance over that 
>ought by the state a little earlier 
n the seaison, but from the present 
appearances the county was compar- 
atively lucky to get as much as they 
did at the figure quoted. 
Some of 
he local road builders are skeptical 
about the Htatement that the cement 
companies have sent out stating that 
they are sold out for the next season, 
and'say that cement is due to take 
an advance In price and the compan 
ies do not want to sell their nex 
season's supply before the new ris' 
takes effect.

CONDITIONS NEAR NORMAL. 


Labor and Capital Getting Together 


and Strikes and Lockouts Are 


Decreasing Rapidly. 


Washington, Dec. 13.—Strikes and 


lockouts are rnpldly dccrenslng in 
number, Secretary of Labor Wllsoc 
paid invan Interview. 


"With the decision of the executive 


committee of the United Mine Work- 
ers to urge their membership to re- 
turn to work immediately in accord- 
ance with the proposal of President 
Wilson," said the secretary, "the na- 
tional industrial situation, from tho 
standpoint of increased production, 
seems fo wear a better nspect than at 
any tlmo since the period of unrest be- 
gan more than a year ago with the 
signing of the iirmlstlce. 


"It seems likely that within a week 


or ten days more men will be at their 
accustomed daily . tasks than at any 
time within many months. 


"The returning miners can be count- 


ed upon to overcome swiftly tho fuel 
shortage, which, as I said in a tele- 
gram to President John L. Lewis of 
the miners' organization, had brought 
the country face to face with perhaps 
the most difficult Industrial situation 
that ever arose. With the mines again 
turning out tho normal fuel supply, 
factories can run full time and pro- 
duction will bo largely increased. This 
will tend to reduce costs of necessi- 
ties, ns President Wilson' has pointed 
out."The conciliation division of this de- 
partment now is being called upon to 
handle fewer strikes nud lockouts than 
during the summer.

Highest Tribunal Decides War-Tlme 


Act Was Valid in Inception and 


Ite Validity Has : Not 


Changed. 
. 
: . , 


Washington, Dec. 17.—The United 


States Supreme court unanimously up- 
held the constitutionality of the war- 
time prohibition act, and the possibil- 
ity of a wet Christmas went glimmer- 
ing.There apparently is no chance for a 
wet holiday of any sort before consti- 
tutional prohibition goes into effect 
on January 16. 


Under the terms of the judicial de- 


cision it is illegal to manufacture or 
sell liquor until peace is established, 
either by the ratification of the Ger- 
man peace treaty by the senate or by 
resolution of congress declaring the 
war terminated. There 's practically 
no chance for either of these plans. 


The only other possibility of lifting 


the lid for a last farewell to rum is 
the repeal of the wartime prohibition 
act 'by congress. But congress is dry 
by such overwhelming majorities that 
this is a forlorn hope. The chances 
are the house judiciary committee will 
not even report back for consideration 
the Gallivan repeal resolution which it 
will have before it when it meets. 


Some of the wets profess to find in 


the decision ground for the president 
declaring the war terminated and de- 
mobilization ended, which would1 have 
the effect of ending wartime prohibi- 
tion. Superintendent Dinwiddie of the 
Anti-Saloon league calls this interpre- 
tation "moonshine," citing that part of 
the decision holding that the termina- 
tion of the wartime prohibition act 
does not depend on the- actual cessa- 
,tlon of hostilities alone, because it did 
not become a law until after the armis- 
tice. 
The immediate effect of the courts 


ruling is to nullify the injunctions re- 
straining federal revenue officers from 
preventing the withdrawal of liquor 
from the bonded warehouses for sale 
in this country. 


The court did not act on rhe validity 


of the Volstead prohibition enforce- 
ment act or on appeals involving the 
alcoholic content of beer, leaving those 
cases to future opinions which may be 
handed down next Monday before the 
court recesses for the Christmas holi- 
days. 
The cases decided were those of the 


Kentucky Distilleries and Warehouse 
conipany ol Louisville, Ky., and Dry- 
foos, Blum- & Co. of New York, insti- 
tuted for the purpose of compelling 
the government to release whisky from 
bond. 
In both cases the court denied con- 


tentions of Elihu Koot and other at- 
torneys for the distillers that the act, 
in violation of the Constitution, takes 
private property without just compen- 
sation, that, the period-of the war 
emergency for which the act was 
passed had terminated, that the law 
was an interference with the state po- 
lice powers and an undue exercise of 
the war powers of congress.

6039,000 acres, compared with'7,232,- 
000 acres, the revised estimated area 
sown'in the fall of 1918.

not be licensed, as hns been the prac- 
tice under the Lever food control law.. 


Under the bill the board's control 


over domestic sugar would be limited 
to September 30, 1920, when the beet 
and cnne crops in this county come In. 


Senator Pomerene 
(Dem.), Ohio, 


criticized Chairman Tnussig of the 
tariff bonrd for opposing federal pur- 
chase of Cuban sugar last summer. 
Senator McNary said It could have 
'been bought for 6% cents a pound, and 
is now over ten cents. 
"By adhering to the advice of a pro- 


fessional economist," Senator Pomer- 
ene said, "H will cost the American 
people three to four cente a pound 
more for sugar."

Manchn merchants discovered three 
largo n'UTlfurous regions which the Pe- 
kin government Immediately claimed 
hy forcing thousands of laborers to 
work tho mines.

when possible, flod and hid In the 
mountains and forests 
surrounding 


thorn. "As t'liu government kept refill- 
ing the deserted rnnks the colony In 
tho hills also grew and formed It- 
self Into a federation, whose leaders 
wuro to protect tbo lives and supply 
the means of livelihood for the rest. 


This little republic was 
founded 


upon tho shores of the IUvcr Contungii, 
and Is tho earliest communist experi- 
ment known. All tho fruit's of labor 
nod production were for common use. 
It was absolutely prohibited that any- 
one withhold from thp comnuinn any 
part of the gold which all were occu- 
pied In mining; It was placed to the 
credit of tho whole colony nnd depos- 
ited with the association, to be used 


for anyone in need. Everyone had to 
work to his utmost'-onpnclty, and char- 
ity or bogging was unknown. 


Any disobedience to the laws was 


punishable by death.

Although the Royal nnd Ancient club 


of St. Andrews at Its last meeting 
took no definite action on the stand- 
ardization of golf balls, the matter 
wns discussed.

It wns reported on seemingly Rood au- 
thority that It was tho Intention ofi 
the rules of golf commlttc-e to Intro- 
duce a rul* standardising the fkmter, 
n-rltes Joe Davis In Chicago Tribune. 


In order to give the golf trado ft 


chance to unload Its stock of heavier 
balljt, It wns proposal to make tho, 
change take effect at tlie close of tho 
present season. 


For the time being the matter seems 


to be In nboynnce. nnd, while the mut- 
ter of standardization never has been 
officially 
discussed 
by 
the 
United 


States Golf association, the national 
body would hnvo to tako official action 
if the British authorities decided to 
adopt a standard ball. 


Although the U. S. O. A. nnd tho 


Royal and Ancient club differ In tholr 
Interpretation of the amateur rule, thq 
only difference In th<* playing rules In 
thnt the U. S. G. A. sanctions the nsa 
of the mallet-headed putter, which la 
barred In Great Britain. 


Commenting on the proposed legis- 


lation the Canadian Golfer says: 


"It Is sincerely hoped that tho rule's 


of polf committee will not be so ill 
advised as to adopt such a radical de- 
parture without first consulting tha 
powers that be In this and other golfi 
Ing countries. 
In Canada tho mli«a 


and regulations of the game as Inld 
down by St. Andrews are faithfully 
followed, but It is a grave question If 
any such change as that mooted In 
connection with the. standardization of 
the ball would be acceptable hero. The 
rules of golf committee must 'hast<>n 
slowly,' very slowly, before making 
any such rash decision. It oc-rtalnly 
would bo retrograde legislation. 


"The clr?ef objections made to the 


rubber-cored ball are that It gives n 
good response to a half-hit shot; that 
It makes recovery from hazards too 
easy, so that the bad shot rtoos not 
receive the punishment It de-servos, 
and that Its resiliency makes It much 
harder to control on n hard frreen and 
no Introduces an element of l"ck In 
approaching and putting. 


"All these objections apply most 


strongly to the floater and much lews 
strongly to the small, heavy bull, which 
It Is proponed to abandon. One thing 
Is sure: If St. Andrews does attempt 
to standardize, the. 'floater,' Its ruling 
will not be observed In Canada or the 
States. It will commit golfing suicide 
as far as Its Influence here l« con- 
cerned."

LEFEBVRE BUILDING 


HAS HISTORIC PAST 


With the closing o£ the deal be- 


tween the Consolidated and the own- 
ers of tho property In the Pomaln- 
ville blocks', more ol the historic old 
buildings of tho city promise to dis- 
appear. 
While definite plans have 


not boon formulated, it is tho inteu- 
tion o£\the Consolidated later to im- 
prove this ground and possibly ex- 
tend their buildings to it. The Le- 
febvre building la probably one o£ 
tho most historic ot tho older build- 
ings of the city, being one of tho 
pioneer 
saloon buildings and the 


ucono of many a brawl in the good 
old day whon brawn was king, and 
tho rivorman with tho big muscles 
was tho hero of tho hour. 


Silting in tho Tribune office on 


Monday, which is now located on 
practically the site of his home in 
which he was born in the earlier days 
of tho city, F. H. Jackson recalled 
some of tho incidents which occurred 
in tho old Lefobvre saloon in the fif- 
ties and early sixties. 
' "There used to be a good many 
tights between the Irish and ,the 
French in those days," Mr, Jockaon 
stated, "and while Mr. Lotebvro was 
not a lighter, but rather a timid man, 
Mrs. 
Lefebvre was very capable and 


whenever there was a brawl in the 
saloon she took charge of matters 
and put tho boisterous ones out. Tho 
men woio rough in those days but 
had respect for a woman and if she 
was right they followed her advice 
without question," 


Ono oJ the murders of the early 


days occurred in tho Lefebvre saloon 
when one of the big rlvermen named 
Paul Rose, a Frenchman, shot anoth- 
er rivorman named Cassidy, who died 
later. HOBO was lather a tall, thin 
Frenchman who did not hold much 
of a reputation as a fighter. Cassidy 
was very prominent in fighting cii- 


B in those days and had establish- 


ed a habit of licking Hose on veiy 
numorcais occasions. HOBO, it U said, 
wainod Caasldy to leavo him alpno, 
but they met in the saloon ono day 
andCassidy boat Rose up. Rose pull- 
ed a levolvcr and shot Cassidy, who 
ran thru the back of tho building and 
Jumpod tluu a window, taking tha 
sash with him. Ho ran to the office 
ot Dr. Whitney, who treated him, but 
hq died a few days later. Rose was 
ariostod and placed in an old cellar 
that served as a Jail, located on the 
property wheio tho brewery!' now 
sUnds 
Tho Irish oC the settlement 


wore up in arms over the murder anVl 
tlnotttonod to lynch Rose, but the 
auhtorltios protected him, Later ho 
escaped from tlio Jail and wont to 
Canada and was never appiohended 


Mr, Lofobvio came ttJ Grand Rap- 


Ids in about I860, Mr. Jackson states, 
owning an old team or hoisos, ono 
of tlioh animals dying shortly after 
ho univod bore. 
Ho sold the re- 


maining hoi HO for fifty dollars and 
bought a barrel ol! whlskoy and star- 
ted In tho saloon business. Ills sa- 
loon was then located in the small 
building now standing on the corner 
Immediately back o£ the piosonl Le- 
fobvro building 
Later;* as his bus- 


iness grow ho built tho new building 
und moved tho smaller building to 
its present location 
Whtlo there 


wore oiten olght or ten ilghts in the 
streets daily, 
thoy wore 
usually 


waged with baio fists and it was a 
matter of tire host man winning 
Whiskey was choap in those days, 
Mr. Jackson stales, and practically 
ivoi'ybody drank, Tho Indians were 
qulto thick aiound here and while 
thoy drank a good deal and often 
would mako considerable noise, they 
wore filondly and rarely did any 
harm.

HAS HISTORIC PAST 


With the closing of the, deal be- 


tween the Consolidated and the own- 
ers of the property in the Bomaih- 
ville blocks', more, of the historic old 
buildings of the city promise to dis- 
appear. 
While definite plans have 


not been formulated, it is the; inten- 
tion o£ ,£he Consolidated later to im- 
prove -this ground and possibly ex- 
tend their buildings to it. The Le- 
febvre building is probably one of 
the most historic of the older build- 
ings of the city, being one of the 
pioneer 
saloon buildings and the 


B.cene of many a brawl in the good 
old day when brawn was king, and 
the riverman with the big muscles 
was the hero of the hour. 


Sitting in the Tribune office on 


Monday, which is, now located on 
practically the site of his home in 
which he was born in the. earlier days 
of the city, F. H. Jackson recalled 
some of the incidents which occurred 
in the old. Lefebvre saloon in the fif- 
ties and early sixties. 


'"There used to be a good many 
&ghts between the Irish and .the 
French in those days," Mr. Jackson 
stated, "and while Mr. Lefebvre was 
not a fighter, but rather a timid man, 
Mrs. 
Lefebvre was very capable and 


whenever there was a brawl in 'the 
saloon she took charge of matters 
and put the boisterous ones out. The 
men were rough in those days but 
had respect for a woman and if she 
was right they followed her advice 
without question.." 


One of the murders of the early 


days occurred in the Lefebvre saloon 
when one of the big rivermen named 
Paul Rose, a Frenchman, shot anoth- 
er riverman. named Cassidy, who died 
later. Rose was rather a tall, thin 
Frenchman who did not hold much 
of a reputation as a fighter. Cassidy 
was very prominent in fighting cir- 
cles in those days and had establish- 
ed a habit of licking Rose on very 
numerous occasions. Rose, it is said, 
warned Cassidy to leave- him alpne, 
but they met in the saloon one day 
andCassidy beat Rose up. Rose pull- 
ed .a revolver and shot Cassidy, who 
ran thru the back of the building and 
jumped thru a window, taking the 
sash with him. He ran to the office 
of Dr. Whitney, who treated him, but 
he died a few days later. Rose was 
arrested and placed in an old cellar 
that served as a jail, located on the 
property where the brewery1," now 
stands. The Irish of 'the settlement 
were up in arms over the murder anVl 
threatened to lynch Rose, but the 
auhtorities protected him.

New Lisbon and Grand Rapids and 
the trip by horse was a long, tiresome 
journey. Most of the trip was made 
at a walk, but up'on reaching a point 
about a quarter o£ a mile below the 
city the stage driver would whip up 
the horses and gallop into town at a 
furious fate, creating the impression 
that the entire trip was made at that 
speed. The entire town would turn 
out to see the arrival of the stage, 
which was considered quite an event.

It was about the beginning of the nineteenth 


century that the change from a neighborly ob-

The younger women of such house- 
holds as had daughters were hostesses, and great 
was their rivalry, ono w i t h anolhor, In respect to 
richly loaded refreshment tuliles and elegance of 
toilet. The (Hides of those days—they called thuiu 
"beiuiK" ami "dandles" 
and "gallants"—attired 


themselves In theli host and started out early In 
the morning on their calls.

many calls they had already made and how many 
they expected to itniko bot'oro they Unlshed. 


At ovoiy place they drank, 
The. result was a 


moat appalling assortment of "Jugs" long before 
sundown. 


Late in (ho fifties tho abuse camo to bo f>o great 


(hat 
(ho newspapers and tho ministers took it up, 


11114! many were tho editorials written and many tho 
sermons preached against it. This crusu&o speedi- 
ly brought results. 


II was not many years before the smart set of 


young men In most cltlos stopped calling. 
Tho 


hospllnblo door that had been open from morning 
to evening was adorned with n basket for cards. 
Gentlemen wero driven nil over town dcpostlng 
tliolr visiting cards In these baskets. In a year or 
so servants wore delivering thoso cards. 
Then 


tho baskets disappeared and the mall currier de- 
livered the few cards .sent out. 
Of course this 


process was not nt all uniform. It was last In 
some cities, slow In others, 


A belle of tho eighties, sitting in hfr easy chair, 


thumbing over nil old scrapbook filled with faded 
cuttings from tho newspapers of those days; her 
husband, a beau of tho same period, In slippers 
and dressing gown, .smoking and listening as she 
spoke and rend, now and then nodding his liond 
and smiling at some memory recalled; nnrt the 
daughters of (ho house, planning for the watch 
pnrlv festivities of 1020, listening with curious In- 
terest and laughing and chatting about how odd it 
all s/'omod now—such a scene was doubtless to bo 
witnessed lu miinv a city all over (ho country 
with the closing clays of 1!)!!). 


"\Ve didn't go In so much for the watch parties 


In those days," tho million said, 
"The whistles 


blow and there was .some noise, It Is true, among 
the d o w n t o w n folk, hut wo girls, as a uilc, retired 
oaily-Vwe had to save ourselves for the trying 
ordeal of tljo next day, for NBW Year's day was 
(lie great social event of tho year. It was 'receiv- 
ing day' In till tho homes of tho town, AVe called 
it 'keeping opon house' 


"It wa.s a day of lavish entertainment and the 


floors were supposed lo bo open to everybody that 
called, whether friend or stranger. We prepared 
.for it weeks In advance, It was n period of grout 
conviviality. 
Aside from the fact that tho con- 


vivial ly was somewhat overdone, at times, that old 
custom of the Now Year's open houso was quite an 
okl-lasliloned, sincere expression of good fellow- 
ship to friend and neighbor and visiting strangers ' 
—opening the portals of the Now Year, as It 
wero, with a greeting and a home welcome. And 
as a social function, it was most delightful—it, 
helped to bring people together. 


"It wa.s the iftshion to give each of tho callers a 


souvenir to carry away with thorn and all sorts 
ol! Ingenious little devices wero used. 
Somo had 


silk badges with tho nnmos of tho girl pillntod on 
.them; sonio had dainty metal souvenirs specially 
struck otf, others ornate surds with mottoes, and 
Homo wont hi for Die oddities), like tho clay pipes 
that papa tells about, I remember the gentlemen 
used to wear these souvenirs pinned or tied with 
ribbons to their coats—as the knights oE old wove 
their Indies favors—and Into In thu evening tho 
callers looked Uko foreign diplomats, with all their 
dueorallons, or, perhaps, Uko South African dilute 
would be tho better simllu. 


"Of course, only the gentlemen called—they 


were novor accoiupanleiT by Indies. The ladles re- 
mained in their homes to receive thorn. Tho gon- 
tlt'iuen were- supposed lo ho In full dross—the 
younger sot wore swallowtails and crush hats, and 
the older gentlemen Prince Albert coats and light 
gray, pin-striped trousers—that vas tho vogue. 
The old timers, I remember, did not take very 
k i n d l y ' t o tho crush Isats, 
And ovoiybody, of 


course, luid to have u hack or n sleigh. 


"The hostess of I ho house usually culled to her 


assistance a bevy ol thu young gills who made up 


tho receiving line and helped to dispense the hos- 
pitality of tho home.

00 each. There were sent overseas 42 
Vmerlcan divisions and several hun- 
recl thousand supplementary artillery 


d service of aipply troops. Of tho 


2 divisions tlmt reached France 20 
ook part In active combat service, 
vhlle the others were used for re- 
laceinonls or were Just arriving dur- 
ng the last mouth of 
hostilities, 


'he battle record of the United States 
irmy lu this war Is largely the his- 
ory of thoso 20 combat divisions, Sev- 
en of them wero regular army dlvl- 
lions, 11 wore organized from th^nu- 
ionnl guard, and 11 were made up of 
ittllonnl army troops. 


Aiimrlcan corftbal divisions wero In 


battle for 200 days, from the 20th oj 
April, 1918, whon the first regular divl- 


Ion, after long training In quiet sec- 
ors, entered an actlva sector on tho 
Icnrdy front, until the signing of tho 
irmistlco, During these 200 days they 
vere engaged In 13 major operations, 
of which 11 were 
joint enterprises 


with the French, British and Italians, 
and two wore distinctively Amurlcaii. 


In Thirteen Major Operations. 


American troops saw service on 


practically every stretch of tho west- 
ern front from British lines la Hoi- 
glum to Inactive sectors lu the Vos- 
:os. On October 21, 1017, Americans 
entered the line lu the quiet Ton! sec 
tor, From tlmt date to the armistice 
American units were somewhere In 
Ine almost continuously. It is dlflli'uH 
,o cut up the year and 22 days which 
nlervened into well-defined 
bullies, 


for In a sense thu entire war 'on the 
western front was u single battle. It 
s possible, however, to distinguish cer 
aln major operations or phases of 
UK; greater struggle. •

United States, has,becn set up. The 
enforcement of wartime prohibition so 
ong as it shall continue Is under tho 
direction of the commissioner of Inter- 
ml revenue and Is nn activity separate 
and apart from tho enforcement of na- 
tion-wide prohibition by constitutional 
amendment. Efforts to nullify tho pro- 
hibition amendment are being put 
forth In the courts in various sections 
of (he country, but the government Is 
proceeding on tho theory that the 
amendment will stand, nnd that the 
enforcing legislation recently passed 
by congress will be upheld by tho 
courts. 


U Is hardly necessary to say tlmt 


tho federal government will enforce 
prohibition without fear or favor. The 
law Wll be dealt with Just us any 
other law of the land nnd tho person 
who violates It will have to suffer tho 
consequences. 


The commissioner of Internal rev- 


enue will be in the head of the prohi- 
bition enforcing organization. Direct- 
ly under' him and responsible to him 
will bo Iho federal prohibition commis- 
sioner. 
The country has been divided 


Into ten districts In each of which 
there will be n federal agent, and un- 
der each agent there" will be a consid- 
erable force of men, the number do- 
pending on the nature of the district. 
These men will form what will amount 
to n secret service force, 
It will bo 


their business, lo know whether tlio 
prohibition amendment Is being vio- 
lated. 


Director In Each State. 


In each stale there will be n federal 


director, and under him a small num- 
ber of Inspectors. 
Iloth tho federal 


agents, that Is to say, tho men who 
will make up tho government's secret 
force, and the federal directors will 
ho directly answerable to the federal 
prohibition commissioner. The nearest 
approach to Die organisation (hat has 
been formed Is the secret service which 
looks out for counterfeiters. Tho pro- 
hibition secret service, however, will 
bo mud) larger than the organisation 
that deals with counterfeiting and 
counterfeiters. 


It will be tho duty of tho Inspectors 


of the various states to keep thorn- 
helves Informed as to tho conditions 
existing In tho slate. They will bo «x- 
pected to know at all times whether 
manufacturers nre obeying tho provi- 
sions o£ the law having to do with 
them; whether druggists ana physi- 
cians aro conforming to tho provisions 
applying to them; whether there Is 
Illicit making or selling of Intoxicat- 
ing beverages

states, nnd If so where. Thoso facts, 
whon they como Into tho possession of 
tho Inspectors, will be reported to tho 
state federal director.

It was not many years before the smart set of 


young men In most cities stopped calling. 
The 


hospitable door that had been open from, morning 
to evening was adorned with a basket for cards. 
Gentlemen were driven all over town depostlng 
their visiting cards in these baskets.- In a year or 
so servants were delivering these cards. 
Then 


the baskets disappeared and the mall carrier de- 
livered the few cards sent out. 
Of course this 


process was not at till uniform. It was fast in 
some cities, slow In -others. 


A belle of tho eighties, sitting in her easy chair 


thumbing over nn old scrnphook filled with faded 
cuttings from the newspapers of those days; her

"It was" a day of lavish entertainment and the 


Ooors were supposed to be open to everybody that 
called whether friend or stranger. We prepared 
.for It weeks In advance. It was a period of great 
conviviality. 
Aside from the fact that the-con- 


vivial tv was somewhat overdone, at times, that old 
custom of the New Year's open house was quite nn 
old-fashioned, sincere expression of good fellow- 
sh'P to friend and neighbor and visiting strangers 
-^opening the portals of the New Year, as it 
were with a greeting and a home welcome 
And 


as a social function, it was, most delightful-it, 
helped to bring people together. 


"It was the fashion to give-each of the callers n 


souvenir" to carry away with them nnd all sorts 
of ingenious little devices were used. 
Some had 


silk badges with the names of the girl pdinted on 
them- some had dainty metal souvenirs specially 
struck off others ornate sards with mottoes, and 
some went in for the oddities, like the clay pipes

"From 2 o'clock until late in the night the par- 


lors were filled with guests. The lower portion of 
the house had been previously beautifully deco- 
rated with flowers and exotics nnd nil who called 
were made to feel perfectly at home. In the din- 
Ing room was a table with all sorts of eatables 
and dainties, with rare wines and punches. At i 
o'clock, when the reception opened, the blinds 
were drawn and the gas lighted.. During the day 
favored callers were invited to return at night for 
a dance." 


With the gradual abandoning of New Year's 


calls came in the gradual growth of the eating, 
drinking and revelry that before the war and pro- 
hibition marked New Year's eve in- the cities. 
Here is a glimpse of Philadelphia in 1894: 


"After the reserves and the Third district police- 


men had taken their positions the enormous crowd 
began to swell in size. In front of Independence 
hall filling the street, was a jostling mob that be- 
came noisier the nearer the hands'of the clock 
came to the midnight hour.

Twenty-Nine of Our 42 Divi*ion< Took 


Part in Active Combat Service— 
Yank* in Thirteen Major Op«ra- 


' tions.

Washington.—A sort of primer on 


the world war. a summary that may be 
used in public schools, has been com- 
piled by the war department. It shows 
that two but of every three American 
soldiers who reached France took part 
in battle. The number who reached 
France was 2,084,000, and of these 
1,390,000 saw active service in the 
front 
line. * American combat forces 


were organised .Into divisions, which 
consisted of some 28,000 officers and 
men. These were the largest on the 
western front, since the British divi- 
sion numbered about 15,000 aud those 
of the French and Germans about 12,- 
000 each. There were sent overseas 42 
American divisions and several hun- 
dred thousand supplementary artillery 
and service of supply troops. Of the 
42 divisions that reached France 29 
took part in active combat service, 
while the others were used for re- 
placements or were just arriving dur- 
ing the last month of hostilities. 
The battle record of the United States 
army in this war is largely the his- 
tory of these 29 combat divisions. Sev- 
en of them were regular army divi- 
sions, 11 were organized from the^na- 
tional guard, and 11 were made up of 
national army" troops. 


American combat divisions were in 


battle for 200 days, from the 25th of 
April, 1918, when the first regular divi- 
sion, after long training In quiet sec- 
tors, entered an active sector on the 
Picardy front, until the signing of the 
armistice. During these 200 days they 
were engaged in 13 major operations, 
of which 11 were 
joint 
enterprises 


with the French, British and Italians, 
and two were distinctively American. 


In Thirteen Major Operations. 


American 
troops saw service on 


practically every stretch of the west- 
ern front from British lines in Bel- 
gium to Inactive sectors in the Vos 
ges. On October 21, 1917, Americans 
entered the line in the quiet Toul sec- 
tor. From that date to the armistice 
American units were somewhere in 
line almost continuously. It is difficult 
to cut up the year and 22 days which 
Intervened into well-defined 
battles, 


for in a sense the entire war 'on the 
western front was a single battle. It 
Is possible, however, to distinguish cer- 
tain major operations or phases of 
the greater struggle. • 


Thirteen such operations have been 


recognized in which American units 
were engaged, of which 12 took place 
in the western front nnd one In Italy 
Battle clasps will be awarded to the 
officers and men who participated in 
these engagements. These battles and 
the number of Americans engaged are 
as follows: Somme, March 21 to Apri 
6, 2,200 men engaged; l_ys, April 9 
to 27, 500 men engaged; Aisne, Mny 
27 to June .5, 27,500 men engaged 
Noyon-Montdidier, June 9 to 15, 27,00( 
men engaged ; Champagne-Marne, July 
15 to 18, 85.000 men engaged; Aisne- 
Marne, July 18 to August G. 270,000 
men engaged; 
Somme, August S t 


November 
11, 54.000 men engaged 


Ypres-Lys, August 10 to' November 11, 
103,000 men engaged : St. Mihiel, Sep- 
tember 12 to 16, 600.000 men engaged; 
Meuse-Argonne. September 20 to Nov- 
ember 11, 1.200,000 men engaged, and 
Vittoria-Veneto, October 24 to Novem- 
ber 4. 1,200 men engaged.

ple during the first 30 days of tho 
vear and gather the statistics of agri- 
culture. 
The work of taking this

Population to Be Known Speedily. 
The count of the people .Is always 


the Interesting feature of a decennial 
census. If the plant of the census bu- 
reau here do not miscarry it will not 
be mnny weeks after the last reports 
of the enumerators have been received 
until it will be possible to announce 
the total population.

To Enforce Prohibition. 


The federal government's machinery 


for 
enforcing 
the 
constitutional 


amendment 
which 
after 
the 16th 


of next January will make it un- 
lawful 
to manufacture 
or sell in- 


toxicating liquors anywhere In 
the 


United States, has,been set up. The 
enforcement of wartime prohibition so 
long as it shall continue is under the 
direction of the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue and is an activity separate 
aud apart from the enforcement of na- 
tion-wide prohibition by constitutional 
amendment. Efforts to nullify the pro- 
hibition 
amendment 
are being put 


forth in the courts in various sections 
of the country, but the government Is 
proceeding on the theory that the 
amendment will stand, and that the 
enforcing legislation recently passed 
by congress will be upheld by the 
courts. 
It is hardly necessary to say uiat 


the federal government will enforce 
prohibition without fear or favor. The 
law will be dealt with Juat as any 
other law of the land and the person 
who violates it will have to suffer the 
consequences. 


The commissioner of Internal rev- 


enue will be at the head of the prohi- 
bition enforcing organization. Dlrect- 
Iv under' him and responsible to him 
will be the federal prohibition commis- 
sioner. The country has been divided 
into ten districts In each of which 
there will be a federal agent, and un- 
der each agent there1 will be n consid- 
erable force of men, the number de- 
pending on the nature of the district. 
These men will form what will amount 
to a secret service force. 
It will be 


their business to know whether the 
prohibition amendment Is being vlo-

Director In Each State. 


In each state there will be a federal 


director, and under him a small num- 
ber of inspectors.

The nearest 
approach to the organization that has 
been formed is the secret service which 
looks out for counterfeiters.

fresh pork tenderloins and pork 
chops, or savorv ham, or crinkly 
bacon, which you enjoy for break- 
fast; cost- much more per pound 
than the market quotation on live 
hogs which you read in the 
newspaper: 


An average hog weighs 220 


pounds. 


Of this, only 70 per cent (154 


pounds) is meat and lard.

the direct cost as $186,000,000,000, and 
states that the indirect costs "have 
amounted to almost as much more." 


The capitalized value of soldier 


human life, which is given among the 
"indirect" costs, is placed at $33,551,- 
276,280. 


The-property losses are divided as 


follows: 
On land, $29,960,000,000; to 


shipping and 
cargo, $6,800,000,000. 


Loss of production is an indirect cost 


of the war which has meant to the nations $45,000,000,000. War relief added

The loss to neutrals through the indirect cost to them is placed at $1,75O,- 


000,000. The total indirect costs to all nations, those engaged in the war and

who lost their lives or were injured in actual warfare, an equal amount is 
allowed for civilian losses.

To the losses from death nnd wounds there are added "those 
resulting from disease, pestilence, privation, hardship, physical exhaustion 
and similar causes."

The combination of the colonial nnd 


Dutch styles of architecture, which 
commonly is called the "Dutch colo- 
nial," is a popular type of dwelling. 
The Dutch colonial has the beauty of 
the colonial, without its plainness; 
the sloping Dutch roof, with the wide 
dormers, makes possible an economical 
use of the space within the four walls. 
And one point about the Dutch co- 
lonial is that it may be a small house, 
but it appears large and substantial.

Dutch colonial house that is only 32 
by 26 feet in dimensions, exclusive of 
the sun parlor, andgcontains only seven 
rooms; still it has the exterior ap- 
pearance of a large home. 


The colonial effect In the exterior 


of this house is secured by placing 
the door in the center and preserv- 
ing the balance with duplicate sets of 
windows on either side. 
The porch 


nt the entrance is patterned after the 
old homes of New England, having 
only a slight roof projection, which is 
supported 
by round columns. 
The 


slope of the roof and the wide dor- 


tbe house, tt has windows facing two 
wnys. 
It Is 12 feet 6 inches by 15 


feet in dimensions, rind has' a built-in 
buffet. 
At the back of the bouse is 


the kitchen, 9 feet « Inches by 11 feet 
6 Inches. 
Adjoining Is a washroom, 


which Is a feature of the modern farm 
home. 
For a town residence, how- 


ever, this room will become a cased-tn 
porch, opening off the dining room 
Instead of the kitchen. 
A pantry ex- 


tending out alongside the small rear 
porch contains the ice chest. This ar- 
rangement, coupled 
with the wash 


room, permits, entrance to the house 
without the necessity of dirtying any 
of the living rooms. 


On the second floor are four good 


bedrooms and the bath. 
Each bed- 


room Is a corner room, opening off a 
central hall. This arrangement also 
brings the bathroom'close to the bed- 
rooms. 


For the family living either In town 


or on the farm this design will furnish 
a home that will accommodate a good-

sized family; It is modem in ever}' re- 
spect, and has a most attractive ex- 
terior appearance. 
The house itself 


is rectangular'in shape, with straight 
walls, which makes for economy In 
cost.
